If you know that a person has the problem and is 
missing a wonderful opportunity to meet you, you will not change your 
behavior in the least. If you understand that the opinions of other people 
can never detract from the fine qualities that you have, you will proceed 
with your life in a confident manner.

It is great to see the type of mobilization that has come together as a result of 
the AT&T and NJ election situations. We must ask, however, where is this type 
of effort when high school youth can't read or write or when drug dealers hold 
communities hostage. These are the some sticks that have continued to beat 
down our communities without so much as a raised voice. 

No, we should not take the name calling lightly, but we should not let name 
calling cloud the substantive issues that need to be addressed with the same 
vigor and forcefulness. The point is, we are clearly reacting to names while the 
sticks and stones are destroying our young people, our communities, our will to 
overcome.
